Causes and Effects—The 
End not Yet—Failure of an Effort 
to Mollity the Colored Members. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11, 1876.—The 
following fuller and more exact de- 
tails of the great Senatorial explosion 
have transpired: The disaffeetion of 
Fenator Bruce, which resulted in the 
flare-up at the executive session of 
the Senate Jast evening, is not a mat- 
ter of sudden emotion Bruce has 
been on the ragged edge for several 
months, and this recent outburst, 
which is causing much excitement 
and anxiety in administration circles, 
is only the outcome of -a determina- 
tion to make a squ‘re issue on the 
color line. . The conservative feeling 
which has characterized the Senate 
coneerning the Pinchback case has 
culminated in Bruce taking a bold 
and aggressive stand in regard to the 
rights-of the-colored people of the 
South. Senator Bruce has always 
been considered as an indgjent rather 
than an active representative of his 
constituents, and, at times, has 
seemed to be a mere spectator of the 
political upheavals in the Suuth. The 
honor and dignity of his office a;- 

d to have more attractions for 

im than the glory which he might 
achieve by making any real efforis in 
behalf of his race. 

About the beginning of the holi-
